Hearing to be set on first 
county pollution district

Monday the Board of Supervisors 
is expected to set a public hearing 
date on the county's first set of 
regulations for an air pollution 
control district. 
Copies of the proposed rules and 
regulations were made public this 
week 
The document attempts to deal in 
a comprehensive way with the 
sources of air pollution and the 
enforcement of a set of strict 
standards for emission. 
Powers and authority of the air 
pollution 
control 
officer, 
the 
standards for air pollution alerts 
and appeals procedures are set forth. 
The air pollution control officer is 
the key to enforcement with the 
weight of other county and local 
agencies to back up that power. 
Details ol his authority and power 
lace the report In all respects he 
operates according to law and 
regulation on behalf of the Air 
Pollution Control District which 


operates under the County Health 
Department. 
The officer can and may for 
example issue, cause to be issued or 
block the issuance ot permits as 
required for the use of special types 
of equipment; 
The loading and unloading ol 
gasoline and solvents is to be 
strictly and severely regulated and 
restricted; open tires become more 
strictly and specifically regulated 
than ever before. 
Strict standards lor emission ol 
all types of industrial fumes are to 
be strictly monitored and entorced. 
Primary monitoring of emission 
standards is to be done by the 
operator. 
Within 10 days after notice by the 
Air Pollution Control Ofticer ot 
denial or conditional approval ol a 
permit to operate or permit to sell 
or rent, the applicant may petiton 
the Hearing Board in writing tor a 
public hearing. A public hearing will 
be held within 30 days alter the

NEW YORK—(NEA)—An- 
cestoral Scottish clans, fight­ 
ing from Highland to heather, 
waded through blood baths.

if he had just left a day’s 
work in a meat p a c k i n g 
plant. Blood dotted the notes 
of nearby reporters. Blood 
soon was swabbed onto the 
towel that Tom Buchanan, 
Ken’s f a t h e r , had draped 
about his neck in the corner. 
' “Blood spotted the canvas, 
too,” r e m i n d e d Tom Bu­ 
chanan afterwards. 


In the stands, Carol Bu­ 
chanan, Ken’s wife, wearing 
a wine-colored evening dress, 
cried, unconcerned that her 
false eyelashes might fall. 


Clad in the plaid of the 
Buchanan clan, the cham­ 
pion fought gamely and up­ 
hill to victory. “That,” said 
Tom Buchanan later, “was 
the Celtic blood in him.” He 
pronounced it “Keltic.’’ 


Tom said t h a t t h e Bu­ 
chanan clan goes “way back, 
somewhere round aboot the 
14th c e n t u r y .

It's Easy to Squelch a Drip 


By MR. FIX 


.Making faucet repairs is 
a job that most homeowners 
master as a matter of course. 
Calling in a plumber to re­ 
place faucet washers is pay­ 
ing for high-priced talent to 
do what most people can do 
themselves with little trou­ 
ble. 
Don’t wait to replace a 
worn washer. Do it as soon 
as a faucet starts to drip. 
The usual practice of tight­ 
ening a faucet handle to 
stop the dripping adds more 
wear to the faucet. The dam­ 
age can make repairs more 
extensive. 
You will need a screw­ 
driver, pliers and one or 
more adjustable wrenches. 
Until you have opened up 
the faucet you will not know 
w hat size w a s h e r to buy. 
Start by purchasing the as­ 
sortment of most common 
sizes that are sold by hard­ 
ware and variety stores. 
Once you have determined 
what size washers each fau­ 
cet reijuires. you can limit 
yourself to buying the right 
size. But remember to note 
those sizes s o m e w h e r e , 
rather than depending on 
your memory. 
The first step is to turn 
off the water. You may find 
separate shutoff valves for 
each faucet, located usually 
b e n e a t h the sink. If not

there, check the water lines 
in the basement.

In an unprecedented move 
toward establishing a cultur­ 
al demand for their cur­ 
rency, an increasing number 
of small republics around 
the world are exploiting the 
works of famous artists and 
sculptors on the obverse of 
their fantasy coinage. 


Whether or not such a 
trend will ever be accepted 
by all nations is doubtful. But. 
in 
the 
meantime, 
limited 
issues of these high silver 
content, 
proof pieces con­ 
tinue to catch the eye of the 
art lover and collector. 


To the best of my knowl­ 
edge. this column was the 
first to receive a release on 
the latest of these collector’s 
items from the Republic of 
(îuinea—a 1970, 5(K)-franc de­ 
nomination coin bearing the 
likeness of one of the most 
iamous sculptures in history, 
the head of Nefertiti. 


Nefertiti was the wife of 
Ameîdiotep IV, referred to 
historically as Akhenaton. a 
pharaoh, king of Egypt from 
1375 to 1358 B.C., known best 
for his belief in monotheism 
(belief in one God) and as­ 
sisted in his teachings by his 
Queen, Nefertiti. 


The 
profile 
of 
Nefertiti 
faces left with the inscription 
“ Republique de Guinee” in 
an arc above and her name 
below. Behind the head in 
the field of the piece is the 
E g y p t i a n cross Ankh, a 
symbol of everlasting love, 
life and happiness. 


The reverse bears the coat 
of arms of the Republic of 
Guinea; a dove of peace with 
an olive branch; an elephant 


as a symbol of strength and 
an 
inscription 
in 
French, 
translated meaning “ Work, 
Justice, Solidarity.” 
There are seven coins in 
the Egyptian series of which 
the Nefertiti piece is one. All 
seven m e a s u r e 42mm in 
diameter and contain 28.91 
grams of 1000/1000 pure sil­ 
ver. The Nefertiti coin is a 
limited edition of 750 pieces 
with none struck in a baser 
metal. It sells for $12 each. 
Each in the series has a 
mirror 
field 
supporting 
a 
frosted design and inscrip- 
ion.

end of the stem, held in 
place by a brass screw. Re­ 
move the screw and pry off 
the old w a s h e r. Replace 
with one of similar size and 
type. 


Washers are either bev­ 
eled or flat. If beveled (the 
most common), replace so 
that 
the 
beveled 
surface 
faces out and fits into the 
curved .seat of the faucet. 


A good trick to remem­ 
ber, if you have flat washers 
to replace and don’t have a 
new one, is to turn over the 
old one and put it back. 


Some faucets continue to 
drip after the washer is re­ 
placed. In that case, the seat 
— a brass ring the washer 
tightens 
against— is 
prob­ 
ably worn. A special tool is 
sold to smooth the seat. It 
is called a seat dresser. With 
the faucet taken apart, set 
the tool in the opening and 
give it a turn or two.

Jacobs'

reduced to ashes because 
the fire company eouldn t 
find a hydrant for the hoses. 
Some town cynic said that 
maybe the fire department 
needed a map.

meeting of citizens created 
a plan that would develop 
the
